selling over 7 millions of copies with the 'Skinhead Moonstomp’ 
album for Trojan Records, introducing the Reggae sounds in UK 
and the rest of Europe. 

Up to date he’s still the artist who has sold the biggest number 
of records in Trojan Records, even more than others like Bob 
Marley or Jimmy Cliff. 

Later in the 60’s in England and central Europe he made himself 
with his giant voice an international name in the Ska, Reggae, 
Gospel, Blues, Soul scene. In 1966 he was discovered by the 
“Godfather of Ska”, Laurel Aitken, who wrote 2 songs: ‘Jesse 
James Rides Again' 3n(\ ‘Because I Love You', and also produced 
a bunch of other hits for them. 

Symarip (also known at various stages of their career as The 
Bees, The Pyramids, Seven Letters and Zubaba) were a ska and 
reggae band from the United Kingdom, originating in the late 
1960s, when Frank Fitter and Michael Thomas founded the band 
as The Bees. The band's name was originally spelled Simaryp, 
which is an approximate reversal of the word pyramids 
Consisting of members of West Indian descent, Simaryp is widely 
narked as one of the first skinhead reggae bands, being one of 
The first to target skinheads as an audience. Their hits included,

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WINSTON FRANCIS (Jamaica) 

Born in Kingston in 1948, Francis served an apprentice as a 
printer before relocating to Miami at the age of 16. He attended 
music school, and his teacher Chuck Bird arranged for him to 
perform with the Jackie Gleason Orchestra in front of Spiro 
Agnew in 1965. He then joined Carlos Malcolm's Afro Jamaicans 



band, with whom he toured the USA and the Caribbean. He was 
also a member of The Sheridans (with Pat Kelly) and The 
Mellotones. In the late 1960s he recorded as a solo artist for 
Clement "Coxsone" Dodd's Studio One label, with his debut 
album Mr. /vx-Zf released in 1969. This was followed by a second 
album, California Dreaming in 1971, with the title track released 
as a single and chosen as 'Hit Pick of the Week' for two weeks 
running by Tony Blackburn on his BBC Radio 1 show. The single's 
B-side, "Too Experienced", featured backing vocals from Bob 
Marley and Bunny Waller. He relocated to the UK that year. He 
toured the UK club circuit and recorded for EMI in the 1970s. 

After a period of inactivity, Francis returned to recording in the 
early 1980s, releases including the Roy Cousins-produced Just 
Once and the self-produced Africa. After a break from music 
when he worked as a youth worker and social worker, he returned 
in 1987 as a backing vocalist for The Melodians and began 
working with Trevor Star and the Skaticians. He continued to 
record in the 1990s, working with Dennis Bovell under the name 
King Cool, and releasing Ragga Love and Sweet Rock Steady, and 
guested on Kelly's 1995 album Butterflies.[2] His version of Ben 
E King's "Stand by Me" ms a hit in France, selling over 90,000 
copies, leading to work with Sly & Robbie and John Kpiaye. In 
2003 he teamed up with fellow veteran AJ Franklin to record the 
album Stand Firm. In 2004 he released the medley album Feel 
Good All Over.

JUDGE DREAD MEMORIAL BAND 

(Holland) 

GET READY.. The Judge Dread Memorial Band are "Flo" Florian 
Strober & The Upsessions from Amsterdam, Holland. They have 
been playing and touring the European circuit for a few years but 
now are here in the UK at Folkestone Ska Fest and Judge Dread's 
home county of Kent to give homage to Judge Dread. When Judge 
Dread aka Flo was asked how did The Upsessions find him his 
reply was "they found him running naked down the highway.".. 

Judge Dread (aka Alex Hughes), was an English reggae and ska 
musician. He was the first white recording artist to have a 
reggae hit in Jamaica, and the BBC has banned more of his 
songs than any other recording artist due to his frequent use of 
innuendo and double entendres. 

The Guinness Book of World Records credited Judge Dread for 
having the highest number (eleven) of banned songs of all time. 
Several of his songs mentioned Snodland, the small town in Kent 
where Judge Dread lived. There is a road in the town of Snodland 
named after him, the Alex Hughes Close. 

When Prince Buster had a big underground hit in 1969 with "Big 
5", Hughes capitalised on it with the recording of his own "Big 
Six", based on Verne & Son's "Little Boy Blue", which was picked 
up by Trojan boss Lee Gopthal, and released on Trojan's 'Big 
Shot' record label under the stage name Judge Dread, the name 
taken from another of Prince Buster's songs. "Big Six" reached 
No. 11 in the UK Singles Chart in 1972, selling over 300,000 
copies and spending six months on the chart, despite getting no 
radio airplay due to its lyrics. Further hit singles followed with 
"5/]g'5ei/e/7" (co-written by Rupie Edwards) and "Big Eight"as 
well as T Viva Suspenders"ar\d "Up with the Cock".

They have toured all over 
and even in Brazil since the release of their debut album 
“The New Heavyweight Champion” in 2006. Playing their own 
distinctive mix of early reggae, ska, funk, calypso and soul. 


Formed in Perpignan, November 2010. A group of 9 musicians, 
all fans of 1960’s Jamaican Ska (Ska Jazz) decided to create a 
unique group based upon the roots laid by the founders of ska, 
most notably the Skatelites. The Skamanians regularly light up 
stages of festivals and also play as a marching band (fanfare). 

Skamanians have met with constant success. They have played 
at Reggae Geel - the oldest reggae festival in Europe where 
30,000 Reggae and Ska fans meet each year, along with many 
other impressive dates including Ida Y Vuelta (festival).
